When the constru ction job was 
estimated, Carmichael figu red con­ 
stru ction costs at $3,45 0,000, With 
equ ipm ent, contingencies and a r­ 
chitectu ral fee percentages added to 
that amou nt, the total estimate was 
$4,100,000. 
At that time, the board had figu red 
that the difference between the bond 
money of $3,8 00,000 and the estimate 
wou ld be met with the interest off the 
money . 
When figu res were detailed to the 
board Thu rsday , the total bill was 
listed as $4,476,000. This is $300,000 
abov e the anticipated rev enu e and 
interest from the bond. 
The board qu estioned Carmichael on 
the reasons for su ch a large increase. 
The architect ex plained that bids are 
let one y ear to 18 months after the time 
of planning, and it is impossible to 
predict the bids ex actly . He said his 
firm u ses prev iou s jobs for cost 
calcu lations.

Administrator Charles Rideou t said he 
wou ld hav e concrete plans by the 
regu lar board of gov ernors meeting 
Wednesday . 
The total bill was brok en down into 
eight main figu res. Low bidder on the 
general contract, with a figu re of 
$1,8 74,000 was the John O'Conner 
Constru ction Company of Colu mbu s, It 
was 2.5 per cent lower than the nex t 
bid. Other low bidders were: Radico, 
Inc. for plu mbing, at $460.000; KeenAir 
for mechanical, heating, v entilating 
and air conditioning at $8 15 ,100 or two 
per cent lower; States for electrical at 
$5 5 3,8 00 or fou r per cent lower and 
Day ton Showcase for the k itchen at 
$96,997. These figu res total $3,8 00,000. 
The architect's fee is based on this 
amou nt. It figu res at $28 0,000. That, 
with equ ipment bids at $325 ,000 and 
contingencies at $70,5 03, brings the 
grand total to $4,476,000. 


The proposals for cu tting costs 
discu ssed by Carmichael came to a 
sav ings of $76,000.

Lance Broke No Laws

The gov ernment labor legislation 
and the introdu ction of a tax -cu tting 
national bu dget two day s ago in­ 
creased ex pectations that Prim e 
Minister Malcolm Fraser wou ld seek 
an early national election to be fou ght 
on the issu e of “ who ru ns Au stralia." 
The new labor law au thorizes the 
gov ernment to fire pu blic employ es 
who strik e and to lay off pu blic em­ 
ploy es who cannot work becau se of 
strik es against either the gov ernment 
or priv ate companies. 
Indu strial Relations Minister Tony 
Street said the law wou ld not be en­ 
forced “ u nless circu mstances dic­ 
tate." Bu t it was clearly aimed at the 
week -long strik e by 2,8 00 postal 
work ers at the nation’s central mail 
ex change in Sy dney . 
The postal strik ers are fighting new 
shift schedu ling which they claim cu ts 
their ov ertime pay . Their walk ou t has 
piled u p a back log of 11 million u n­ 
deliv ered letters and parcels. 
Bob Hawk e, 
president of the 


Au stralian Cou ncil of Trade Unions, 
warned the gov ernment that “no big 
indu strial dispu te has ev er been set­ 
tled throu gh the u se of threats or legal 
sanctions." 
Other u nion leaders charged that 
Fraser, who heads a conserv ativ e 
coalition of the liberal and National 
Cou ntry parties, was seek ing an issu e 
on which to fight an election campaign. 
Pu blic opinion polls show the 
gov ernment's popu larity at a low 
lev el, partly du e to u nemploy ment, 
which is at an alltiine high of 5 .3 per 
cent with 332,793 persons ou t of work .

DAR ES SAIAAM, Tanzania (AP) 
— French pride got the better of 
foreign policy today as Foreign 
Minister Lou is de Gu iringau d, angered 
by Tanzania's refu sal to apologize for 
a hostile demonstration, cu t short the 
last stop of a fou r-nation tou r to 
promote French influ ence in Africa. 
De Gu iringau d was on a diplomatic 
m ission engineered by President 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing to spread 
the message that French interest in 
Africa ex tends bey ond its former 
colonies. 
The initiativ e was seen as an at­ 
tempt to ou tru n American influ ence in 
Africa. It ended prematu rely when the 
Tanzanian gov ernment refu sed the 
foreign minister's demand that it 
apologize 
for 
the 
anti-French 
demonstration that greeted his arriv al 
Thu rsday for a fou r-day v isit. 
Abou t 200 stu dents protesting 
French arm s sales to the white 
gov ernment of Sou th Africa briefly 
block ed the path of the French officials 
when they left their plane. 
In an airport lou nge, De Gu iringau d 
refu sed to begin a news conference 
u ntil Tanzanian Foreign Minister Ben 
Mk apa stopped the demonstration. 
“ It is y ou r responsibility !" the 
Frenchman said, pointing a finger at 
his Tanzanian host. 
He threatened to cu t short his v isit 
and 
lectu red 
Mk apa: 
“ I 
am 
a 
representativ e of France. 
I hav e 
v isited three African cou ntries so far 
and this is the first time I hav e 
receiv ed this k ind of welcome." 
The demonstration continu ed while 
the two foreign ministers argu ed for 10 
minu tes, then De Gu iringau d was 
driv en to the city . He failed to show u p 
for a schedu led meeting with Mk apa at 
the Foreign Ministry and instead sent 
a representativ e with a demand for an 
apology .

has been called off.”

Lance Broke No Laws 


Australia Outlaws 
Strikes By Employes 
Of Government 


CANBERRA, Australia (AP) — The 
Australian Parliam ent 
outlawed 
strikes by government employes 
today, 
setting 
the 
stage 
for 
a 
showdown between the conservative 
government and the unions. 
The government labor legislation 
and the introduction of a tax-cutting 
national budget two days ago in­ 
creased expectations that Prim e 
Minister Malcolm Fraser would seek 
an early national election to be fought 
on the issue of “who runs Australia.” 
The new labor law authorizes the 
government to fire public employes 
who strike and to lay off public em­ 
ployes who cannot work because of 
strikes against either the government 
or private companies. 
Industrial Relations Minister Tony 
Street said the law would not be en­ 
forced “unless circumstances dic­ 
tate.” But it was clearly aimed at the 
week-long strike by 2,800 postal 
workers at the nation’s central mail 
exchange in Sydney. 
The postal strikers are fighting new 
shift scheduling which they claim cuts 
their overtime pay. Their walkout has 
piled up a backlog of ll million un­ 
delivered letters and parcels. 
Bob Hawke, president of the 


Australian Council of Trade Unions, 
warned the government that “no big 
industrial dispute has ever been set­ 
tled through the use of threats or legal 
sanctions.” 
Other union leaders charged that 
Fraser, who heads a conservative 
coalition of the liberal and National 
Country parties, was seeking an issue 
on which to fight an election campaign. 
Public opinion polls show the 
government’s popularity at a low 
level, partly due to unemployment, 
which is at an alltime high of 5.3 per 
cent with 332,793 persons out of work. 
Industrial production is down; foreign 
investment has fallen off, and the 
inflation rate is about ll per cent. 
With a 55-vote majority in the lower 
house, Fraser does not have to call a 
general election to name a new House 
of Representatives until November 
1978. But half th Senate is due for 
election by next March, and political 
observers predict he will seek a 
December poll for both houses in an 
effort to prevent loss of his eight-vote 
majority in the Senate. 
If the Labor party gained control of 
the Senate, it could block government 
legislation and precipitate a political 
crisis.

French Pride 
Ends Tour 
O f Tanzania 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania (AP) 
— French pride got the better of 
foreign policy today as Foreign 
Minister Louis de Guiringaud, angered 
by Tanzania’s refusal to apologize for 
a hostile demonstration, cut short the 
last stop of a four-nation tour to 
promote French influence in Africa. 
De Guiringaud was on a diplomatic 
mission engineered by President 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing to spread 
the message that French interest in 
Africa extends beyond its former 
colonies. 
The initiative was seen as an at­ 
tempt to outrun American influence in 
Africa. It ended prematurely when the 
Tanzanian government refused the 
foreign minister’s demand that it 
apologize 
for 
the 
anti-French 
demonstration that greeted his arrival 
Thursday for a four-day visit. 
About 200 students protesting 
French arms sales to the white 
government of South Africa briefly 
blocked the path of the French officials 
when they left their plane. 
In an airport lounge, De Guiringaud 
refused to begin a news conference 
until Tanzanian Foreign Minister Ben 
Mkapa stopped the demonstration. 
“It is your responsibility!” the 
Frenchman said, pointing a finger at 
his Tanzanian host. 
He threatened to cut short his visit 
and lectured 
Mkapa: 
“I 
am 
a 
representative of France. I have 
visited three African countries so far 
and this is the first time I have 
received this kind of welcome.” 
The demonstration continued while 
the two foreign ministers argued for IO 
minutes, then De Guiringaud was 
driven to the city. He failed to show up 
for a scheduled meeting with Mkapa at 
the Foreign Ministry and instead sent 
a representative with a demand for an 
apology.

issued

brief 
statement saying the demand was 
“absolutely unacceptable and the visit 
has been called off.” 
The government-owned Daily News 
reported De Guiringaud canceled the 
visit and said Tanzania had no regrets. 


“France still expects Africans to 
look at her as the mother country’ or 
with respect usually reserved for big 
brothers,” a front-page editorial said. 
“Monsieur Ie Ministre must be sulking 
this morning at the ‘ingratitude of 
these Africans.’” 
France announced two years ago 
that it was phasing out arms contracts 
with South Africa.

Guiringaud denounced as “nothing but 
a lie” a Soviet report that a French 
nuclear generating plant sold to South 
Africa will be used to manufacture 
atomic weapons. 
Probe 
Accidental 
Shooting 


At press time today, detectives of the 
Pickaway County Sheriff’s Depart­ 
ment were investigating an accidental 
shooting that took place at the Poplar 
Grove Trailer Court at 10:43 a.m. this 
morning. 
According to Sheriff’s Department 
dispatcher James Bingrnan, an eight- 
year-old boy found a loaded .22 caliber 
rifle while searching for his toy gun. 
Soon afterward he pointed the rifle at a 
six-year-old girl and fired the weapon.

Abraham Ribicoff, chairman of 
the Senate committee which held 
hearings on Lance’s nomination as 
budget .director, said the major 
allegations against the official “were 
definitely disproved by the comp­ 
troller’s report.” 


But the Connecticut Democrat asked 
Heimann to finish his inquiry and 
testify at a Government Operations 
Committee hearing on Sept. 7, after 
Congress returns from its summer 
recess. Lance was asked to appear the 
next day. 


Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-Ill., said 
that if the hearings last more than a 
few weeks, Lance probably will have 
trouble doing his job. 


A House banking subcommittee also 
plans to look into possible changes in 
banking laws as a result of the inquiry. 


Heimann, appointed by Carter a 
month ago, said he has not finished his 
investigation in three areas: 


—His own office’s handling of the 
original investigation into Lance’s 
finances. 
—Lance’s banking transactions 
before 1975. 


—Allegations that Lance improperly 
used his bank's airplane. 


Carter took five flights on the bank’s 
airplane while running for office, his 
aides said Thursday. 


In disclosing the flights, spokesman 
Jody Powell said there would be 
nothing wrong with the trips unless 
they were campaign flights and the 
bank was not reimbursed. He said 
officials still are checking on the 
flights. 
Carter Remains Opposed 
To Israeli Settlements 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Carter 
adm inistration, repeating its op­ 
position to Israeli settlements on the 
West Bank of the Jordan River, says 
three new camps were established by 
“illegal acts” and are “obstacles to 
“constructive negotiations” toward a 
Mideast peace. 
Israel disputed the American 
charge. 
The country’s am bassador in 
Washington, Avi Pazner, denied that 
the new settlements are an obstacle to 
the renewed peace talks the United 
States has been promoting and said his 
country still seeks negotiations with 
the Arabs. 
In 
New 
York, 
Israeli 
U.N. 
Ambassador Chaim Herzog accused 
the world organization of “double 
standards and discrim ination” in 
condemning the Israeli action while 
ignoring what he said are recent 
terrorist acts by the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 


U.N. 
Secretary 
General Kurt 
Waldheim joined Carter in expressing 
his “regrets” at the move establishing 
the settlements. 
The United States made its feelings 
known in a note delivered to Israeli 
officials here and in Jerusalem. 
The United States also complained 
Thursday that the extension of ad­ 
ministrative regulations to more than 
one million Arabs living in the West 
Bank area “creates an impression of 
permanence of Israel’s occupation ... 
which is not helpful.”

These reason s in cluded a belief that 
crime happen s to someon e other than 
themselv es or that they will become

C larence Kelley has urged his 
nominated successor to get out and 
“let the people know the true facts.” 
Kelley, in a speech to the local 
Rotary Club, noted a lack of con­ 
fidence in the department, which he 
leaves on Jan. I. 
Frank M. Johnson has been named 
by President Carter to replace Kelley. 
“He will have to travel about as I 
have done and he will have to make 
assurances that this is the way it is 
going to be,” Kelley said of his suc­ 
cessor’s task on taking office. 
Kelley offered Johnson his support, 
although he said he does not know him 
personally. 
“I’m not shaking with fear at all 
about him being a judge,” Kelley 
chuckled when asked about Johnson’s 
background as a federal judge in 
Alabama.

of Alabama at Birmingham and will be 
“writing books.” 
The current FBI chief said that he 
believed that past criticism of the 
department “need no longer be the 
basis for great fear.*4 
“ I leave with the feeling that the 
morale of the FBI has been assaulted, 
but there are no lacerations and 
nothing perm anent.” 
Asked about the possible problems 
his successor might face in restoring 
confidence both within the agency and 
from the community, Kelley admitted 
“ it will be a difficult thing for him to 
do.” 
In response to a question on another 
topic, Kelley admitted that some 
crime does pay. 
4‘The reasons that many crimes are 
committed,” Kelley said, “is because 
they are profitable. 
4‘There are many gamblers who are 
willing to take the long odds.” 
The conviction levels on such crimes 
as burglary and robbery are lower, he 
noted, than other crim es such as 
murders. 
He said that the police must have 
help from the average citizen in order 


to hold down the crime rate. 
He noted however that there were 
several reasons that have caused the 
average person from becoming in­ 
volved in fighting crime. 
These reasons included a belief that 
crime happens to someone other than 
themselves or that they will become 
involved in the crime, Kelley said.

For Special Education Project 


The Zane Trace Local School 
District has received a developmental 
grant under Title IV-C from the State 
Department of Education 
totaling 
$270,000 to create a I/earning and 
Media 
Center 
for 
Exceptional 
Children, The locally conceived 
proposal will be to develop visual 
motor and gross motor skills. 
Effective Aug. 29, 1977, for a period 
of one year, the grant is renewable for 
three years. 
Each year a portion of Ohio’s Title 
IV-C allocation is used to support in­ 
novative developmental projects. 
These projects 
must 
be 
directed 
toward the development and testing of 
solutions to students needs which exist 
in the applicant district and which 
coincide with identified statewide 
student needs. Projects must deal with 
students. 
The Zane Trace proposal was con­ 
ceived and developed by Winifred 
Beckley, Connie Scott and Ann 
Damron, special studies teachers. Out 
of a total of 53 proposals presented to 
the State Department of Education, 22 
were selected to be evaluated. 
After 
oral 
presentations, 
12 
proposals were selected for funding. 
The Zane Trace proposal was the only 
developmental project to be funded in 
Special Education. 
The Zane Trace learning and media 
center 
will 
service 
exceptional 
children from ages six to 11. During 
the first year, 45 children are expected 
to be served; the second year 52; the 
third year, 60 
Currently, 10,262 LD students and 
7,043 EM H students are unserved in 
Ohio. In the Zane Trace district, many 
children have shown a need to improve 
visual motor, gross motor and reading 
skills through individualized in­ 
struction. While combining ID and 
EM R students, including both ex­ 
tremes, this project proposes to in­ 
crease pupil success in school by 
identifying and remediating actual 
and potential developmental leammg 
deficiencies and-or other factors or 
conditions which contribute to under- 
achievement in visual motor, gross 
motor, and reading skills. 
The major objectives are; 1. Seventy 
per cent of the students will show 
growth of nine months related to visual 
motor and gross motor skills during 
the first year. 2. Seventy per cent of the 
students will show a growth of nine 
months 
related 
to 
reading 
achievement. 3. Guides related to 
visual motor skills, gross motor skills, 
and screening procedures will be 
developed. 
4. Eighty per cent of the parents will 
demonstrate a positive appraisal of the 
project through a survey developed by 
the professional staff. 5. inservice 
education will be conducted for a 
paraprofessional, the professionals in 
the center, the entire elementary staff, 
the parents of exceptional children, the 
school board, the Community Com­ 
munications Council, and interested 
citizens. 
A professional team will screen and 
staff children to meet 
individual 
learning needs. The students will 
participate in the use of learning 
centers involving individual stations 
and in the multi-media center using 
audio and visual aids. Educational 
workshops will be conducted using the 
expertise of professional consultants. 
Conferences will be held with 
parents 
regarding 
student 
replacement, progress, and needs. In 
implementing 
the 
individualized 
program, the professionals will be 
assisted by a certificated aid, high 
school volunteers, and a secretary. A 
community council will be functioning 
and a parent survey will be conducted. 
Curriculum guides related to visual 
motor and gross motor skills and a 
screening manual will be developed. A 
cost effectiveness study will also be 
conducted. An outside evaluator will 
analyze and report data and in­ 
formation. 
Student growth will be assessed 
through the use of the Bender, ITPA, 
the Bruininks-Oseretsky Motor Test, 
the WRAT, and the Devereux. The 
parent survey will indicate a positive 
attitude 
toward 
the 
project. 
The 
curriculum guides and the screening 
manual will be critiqued. 
All of the above will be analyzed and 
reported by the outside evaluator. He 
will use parametric measures and T 
scores for student progress and 
narrative discussion and charts for all 
of the above. The complete evaluation 
process will be finished and turned in 


by July 1, 1978. 
The facility to be leased for this 
project will be a pre-fabricated 
module. Equipment to be purchased 
will include two multi-media centers, a 
telex teaching lab, chalkboards, 
filmstrip viewer, record players, 
cassette players, utility centers, and 
audio adapters. A primary typewriter 
will be placed on a small desk in an 
area which would provide the least 
distracti bility for the rest of the 
students. Students who have dif­ 
ficulties with poor visual motor 
coordination will use this typewriter. 
Additional carrel dividers will be 
made to separate individual study 
stations. Utility centers will be needed 
for individual placement of student 
work. 
Record players, motor materials, 
tinikling sticks, a filmstrip viewer, and 
language masters will be used in the 
multi-media center with appropriate 
records, 
rassettes, 
filmstrips, 
language master cards, and books. 
Work in the multi-media center will be 
monitored by a certificated aide, 
under the direction of the professional 
staff. A laminating machine will be 
used to make durable, re-usable, 
visual aids with which students will 
practice their individual skills. 
Equipment to be purchased for gross 
motor skills include a balance beam 
and a parachute. 
Materials to be used in the center are 
basically manipulative items to in­ 
crease visual motor skills. Included in 
the materials will be such items as peg 
boards, lacing cards, language master 
cards, cassettes, filmstrips, games 
and perceptual materials. 
The manipulative materials would 
be used at individual work stations and 
on the floor. These items would be 
eatagorized and placed in dishpans for 
easy retrieval by students. The use of 
these materials would be monitored by 
the certificated aide under the 
direction of the professional staff. High 
school volunteers would also par­ 
ticipate in monitoring the individual 
children's activities. 
The walking board would be used to 
develop balance and coordination. A 
small parachute would also facilitate 
the development of large muscles. 
Consultants to be used will include

NEW YORK (A P) — Government 
will play a bigger role than ever in the 
economic plans of the future, says 
Professor Geoffrey Barraclough in 
“ Management Review,” a publication

Barraclough, historian and member 
of the International Social Science 
Council, says government clout will in­ 
crease despite political sentiment 
against growing federal controls. 
This will happen, he argues, because 
the private capital market can no 
longer satisfy all of society’s in­ 
vestment needs. For example, meeting 
food and energy demands will soon 
require extensive government plan­ 
ning in cooperation with business, 
Barraclough says.

The Great Rabbit Plague 


The clipper Lig htning slipped into 
Hobson’s Bay u nder sail. She was 
heavy with molasses, hemp dried fru it 
and one larg e crate mark ed for Mr. 
Thom as 
Au stin, 
Barw in 
P ark , 
Au stralia. The contents were not 
secret. 
All the way from Uverpool to 
Au stralia — a long voyag e in the 
nu ddle of the 19 th centu ry — the crew 
had fed those 24 rabbits. There were 
bets that there wou ld be more rabbits 
when they reached port than when 
they left. 
They did not mu ltiply, even thou g h 
the manifest indicated 12 females and 
12 males. They su rvived, as Thomas 
Au stin had su rvived the same voyag e 
with Mrs. Au stin a dozen years earlier. 
Au stin was a m u tton-chopped, 
mu stachioed Eng lishman who missed 
hu nting small g ame. There were no 
rabbits — or hares — in Au stralia. This 
was abou t to be corrected. Au stin 
released them in the bru sh ou tside his 
farm. ‘Give them a year,” he said, 
“and then we will start hu nting .” 
He was rig ht. In a year Au stin en­ 
joyed hu nting rabbits. And the next 
year. And the next. In the fou rth year, 
a 
few 
officials 
referred 
to 
the 
scrampering rabbits as a pest. 
In the fifth year, the rabbits beg an to 
eat Mr. Au stin's crops before he had 
tmie to eat either. He and his friends 
became a bit hysterical in their hu n­ 
ting . In the sixth year, Au stin was 
hollow-eyed 
and 
sick . 
He 
had 
slau g htered 20,000 rabbits, bu t they 
hopped everywhere. 
They loved Au stralia. Au stin wrote 
to the g overnment and warned that 
there mu st be 10,000 alive in the bru sh. 
It seemed to him that they were 
mig rating north and west ou t of his 
province of Victoria. 
At Glen Albe, a conservationist 
named John Robertson charg ed a 
hu nter with shooting a rabbit on 
private property. The prisoner was 
fined 10 pou nds. Two years later, the 
rabbits ate Robertson’s ranch and he 
spent all he had — 5,000 pou nds — 
trying to exterminate all of them. 
In 1883, the rabbits ou tnu mbered the 
people. The g overnment of New Sou th 
Wales, north of Victoria, spent over 
one million pou nds ($5 million at that 
tim e) trying to k ill the cottontails. In 
six years, the g overnm ent shot, 
poisoned and slau g htered 10 million 
rabbits and lost the war. 
The rabbits invaded the province of 
Qu eensland, fu rther north. The several 
g overnments imposed an extra tax on 
the people in order to k ill rabbits. The 
cu te critters fell in love with Au stralia. 
All of it. They hopped and ate and 
m ated; and mated and hopped. And 
mated and mated. 
They sk irted 
the g reat natu ral 
desert in the center of Au stralia. 
Ranchers and farm ers were helpless 
when they spotted the horde. They 
boarded themselves in their homes 
with their families and watched in 
horror as the veg etation was chewed to 
the roots. 
The g overnment of Au stralia spent

hu ndreds of millions trying to control 
Au stin's rabbits. At the tu rn of the 
centu ry, men became frig htened at 
their lack of u nderstanding of natu re 
and its control. 
The g reat province of Western 
Au stralia, which occu pies a third of the 
land mass, did not wait to see the 
rabbits. They bu ilt a close-k nit wire 
fence 2,000 miles long . The officials 
k ept assu ring the people that it was 
worth the tremendou s cost. As the 
fence was completed, a few rabbits 
were discovered on the other side. 
Men beat them to death with clu bs, 
set ou t tasty traps of poison, and 
discovered that they were k illing sheep 
by the thou sands. In the last province, 
the Northern Territory, the g overn­ 
ment did nothing . 
They ju st waited. The faces of men 


were drawn as the rabbits clu ttered 
the roads and farm s u p to Perth. There 
they stopped. In a manner of speak ing , 
Au stin's rabbits owned Au stralia. 


It is one of the g reat ironies of natu re 
that after they had infested all the 
land, they declined in nu mbers. They 
seemed exhau sted by their popu lation 
explosing . Ranchers pu t u p expensive 
fences. 
The rabbits were ou tside, look ing in. 
They became prey to the wild car- 
niverou s g ame of Au stralia. Arou nd 
1920, an Au stralian cou ld shou lder his 
g u n and say, “ I’m g oing rabbit hu n­ 
ting .” In order to find them, he needed 
g ood dog s to flu sh them. 


Au stralia hasn’t bu ilt a monu ment in 
a pu blic squ are to Thomas Au stin. Nor 
to a rabbit.. .

(AP) - A cu rrent 
analysis of the shares of International 
Bu siness Machines by Merrill Lynch

IBM, in fact, is now selling abou t 20 
points below it’s 197 7 hig h of $286.12 
and has fallen as low as $244.50, even 
thou g h the company itself entered the 
m ark et with an offer of $280 for its own 
shares. 
The IBM case illu strates what cou ld 
be a chronic problem with the stock 
mark et-or at least an explanation for 
its lack of su stained drive. 
That problem is the interpretation of 
the pru dent man principle-not the 
principle itself bu t the interpretation of 
the 
principle-w hich 
calls 
for 
fidu ciaries to exercise the sam e 
dilig ence in manag ing other people’s 
money as wou ld a pru dent person in 
manag ing his own. 
The principle has long been a part of 
fu ndamental common law, bu t now it 
has been pu t into statu tory fonn as 
p art 
of 
ERISA, 
the 
Em ploye 
Retirement Income Secu rity Act, and 
that seems to have scared portfolio 
manag ers. 
Not ju st those who manag e pension 
fu nds, either. By log ical extension, the 
reasoning involved in ERISA easily 
cou ld apply to mu tu al fu nds and 
others. 
Underlying the situ ation is 
u n­ 
certainty. What does the law mean? 
That the m anag er of a fu nd shou ld 
diversify for safety? Shou ld eliminatt 
risk , insofar as possible, even if il 
lowers income? 
Portfolio manag ers seem to have 
chosen the cau se of least risk . Some 


are diversifying to the extent that they 
have a fair representation in all areas 
of the mark et. 
“ Nobody will accu se u s of favor- 
tism ,” they say. 
Others have decided to look at the 
fixed-incom e m ark et, choosing tc 
lower their risk and perhaps theii 
income in order to be assu red of 
a 
certain level of retu rn , howevei 
u ng lamorou s. 
In effect, to fear risk is to fear the 
stock mark et. It is a deadly attitu de 
In the process, IBM, the big g esi 
holding of institu tions, has been sole 
heavily, not solely becau se of an> 
dou bts abou t its g rowth prospects, bu t 
becau se of institu tions fears the> 
wou ld be accu sed of overemphasizing 
the holding .

manu factu re of shoes? Twice in the 
past year, my dau g hter has fallen off 
her “stilts,” sprained her ank les and 
has been incapacitated for week s. 
M r.R .F.,m . 
Dar Mr. F.: 
I k now exactly what you mean. I saw 
a g rou p of g irls coming ou t of their 
hig h school, and wondered how they 
were able to navig ate the 20 or so steps 
to terra firma. 


The “platforms” were inches hig h. 
The heels look ed at least six inches 
tall. When they walk ed, there was no 
bending of the arch of the foot, ju st 
clu mp-clu mp. I noticed, too, that the 
k nees had to be k ept rig id. 


How different this is from the free 
and easy motion of feet, ank les and 
k nees when walk ing in sandals, 
sneak ers and other comfortable shoes. 
You r dau g hter is not the only one 
who is paying a penalty for this 
ridicu lou s fad. Are you aware of the 
nu mber of inju ries and au tomobile 
accidents that have been attribu ted to 
these hig h platform shoes? 
To drive a car while wearing them is 


a real hazard becau se it can intertere 
wiUi manipu lating the accelerator and 
the brak es. 
U n fortu n a te ly, 
g ove rn m e n ta l 
departments have no control over shoe 
styles. We can only hope that soon the 
fad will pass and the you ng sters wUI 
su rvive this man-made health hazard. 


Can you explain why I, a perfectly 
healthy you ng woman, shou ld have 
had an ectopic preg nancy? I haven’t 
received a satisfactory explanation. 
Mrs. L.A.,Tenn. 
Dear Mrs. A.: 
There’s nothing mysteriou s abou t 
the reasons for an ectopic preg nancy. 
This type of preg nancy tak es place 
when a fertilized eg g is cai^ht in the 
Fallopian tu be rather than passing into 
the u teru s. 
A “ perfectly healthy” woman can 
have an ectopic preg nancy withou t any 
k nown cau se. (It occu rs abou t once in 
fou r or five hu ndred preg nancies.) In 
many instances, the reason is some 
infection or inflammation in the tu bes. 
This may have been so u nimportant 
that you probably were not aware of 
symptoms related to it. 
Adhesions following su rg ery can 
also be responsible. Occasionally, an 
anatomical variation from normal 
may occu r at birth. Means are now 
available to learn, withou t su rg ery, the 
exact condition of the tu bes, the u teru s 
and the ovaries.

The Great Rabbit Plague 


The clipper Lightning slipped into 
Hobson's Bay under sail. She was 
heavy with molasses, hemp dried fruit 
and one large crate marked for Mr. 
Thom as 
Austin, 
Barwin 
Park, 
Australia. The contents were not 
secret. 
All the way from Liverpool to 
Australia — a long voyage in the 
middle of the 19th century — the crew 
had fed those 24 rabbits. There were 
bets that there would be more rabbits 
when they reached port than when 
they left. 
They did not multiply, even though 
the manifest indicated 12 females and 
12 males. They survived, as Thomas 
Austin had survived the same voyage 
with Mrs. Austin a dozen years earlier. 
Austin was a mutton-chopped, 
mustachioed Englishman who missed 
hunting small game. There were no 
rabbits — or hares — in Australia. This 
was about to be corrected. Austin 
released them in the brush outside his 
farm. ‘Give them a year,” he said, 
“ and then we will start hunting.” 
He was right. In a year Austin en­ 
joyed hunting rabbits. And the next 
year. And the next. In the fourth year, 
a 
few 
officials 
referred 
to 
the 
scam pering rabbits as a pest. 
In the fifth year, the rabbits began to 
eat Mr. Austin’s crops before he had 
time to eat either. He and his friends 
became a bit hysterical in their hun­ 
ting. In the sixth year, Austin was 
hollow-eyed 
and 
sick. 
He 
had 
slaughtered 20,000 rabbits, but they 
hopped everywhere. 
They loved Australia. Austin wrote 
to the government and warned that 
there must be 10,000 alive in the brush. 
It seemed to him that they were 
migrating north and west out of his 
province of Victoria. 
At Glen Albe, a conservationist 
named John Robertson charged a 
hunter with shooting a rabbit on 
private property. The prisoner was 
fined IO pounds. Two years later, the 
rabbits ate Robertson’s ranch and he 
spent all he had — 5,000 pounds — 
trying to exterminate all of them. 
In 1883, the rabbits outnumbered the 
people. The government of New South 
Wales, north of Victoria, spent over 
one million pounds ($5 million at that 
time) trying to kill the cottontails. In 
six years, the government shot, 
poisoned and slaughtered IO million 
rabbits and lost the war. 
The rabbits invaded the province of 
Queensland, further north. The several 
governments imposed an extra tax on 
the people in order to kill rabbits. The 
cute critters fell in love with Australia. 
All of it. They hopped and ate and 
mated; and mated and hopped. And 
mated and mated. 
They skirted 
the great natural 
desert in the center of Australia. 
Ranchers and farmers were helpless 
when they spotted the horde. They 
boarded themselves in their homes 
with their families and watched in 
horror as the vegetation was chewed to 
the roots. 
The government of Australia spent

hundreds of millions trying to control 
Austin’s rabbits. At the turn of the 
century, men became frightened at 
their lack of understanding of nature 
and its control. 
The great province of Western 
Australia, which occupies a third of the 
land mass, did not wait to see the 
rabbits. They built a close-knit wire 
fence 2,000 miles long. The officials 
kept assuring the people that it was 
worth the tremendous cost. As the 
fence was completed, a few rabbits 
were discovered on the other side. 
Men beat them to death with clubs, 
set out tasty traps of poison, and 
discovered that they were killing sheep 
by the thousands. In the last province, 
the Northern Territory, the govern­ 
ment did nothing. 
They just waited. The faces of men 


were drawn as the rabbits cluttered 
the roads and farms up to Perth. There 
they stopped. In a manner of speaking, 
Austin’s rabbits owned Australia. 


It is one of the great ironies of nature 
that after they had infested all the 
land, they declined in numbers. They 
seemed exhausted by their population 
exposing.

Retirement Income Security Act, and 
that seems to have scared portfolio 
managers. 
Not just those who manage pension 
funds, either. By logical extension, the 
reasoning involved in ERISA easily 
could apply to mutual funds and 
others. 
Underlying the situation is 
un­ 
certainty. What does the law mean? 
That the manager of a fund should 
diversify for safety? Should eliminati 
risk, insofar as possible, even if ii 
lowers income? 
Portfolio managers seem to have 
chosen the cause of least risK Some 


are diversifying to the extent that they 
have a fair representation in all areas 
of the market. 
“ Nobody will accuse us of favor- 
tism,” they say. 
Others have decided to look at the 
fixed-income m arket, choosing tc 
lower their risk and perhaps their 
income in order to be assured of a 
certain level of return, however 
unglamorous. 
In effect, to fear risk is to fear the 
stock market. It is a deadly attitude 
In the process, IBM, the biggest 
holding of institutions, has been sole 
heavily, not solely because of any 
doubts about its growth prospects, bul 
because of institutions fears they 
would be accused of overemphasizing 
the holding.

I saw 
a group of girls coming out of their 
high school, and wondered how they 
were able to navigate the 20 or so steps 
to terra firma.

When they walked, there was no 
bending of the arch of the foot, just 
clump-clump. I noticed, too, that the 
knees had to be kept rigid. 


How different this is from the free 
and easy motion of feet, ankles and 
knees when walking in sandals, 
sneakers and other comfortable shoes. 
Your daughter is not the only one 
who is paying a penalty for this 
ridiculous fad. Are you aware of the 
number of injuries and automobile 
accidents that have been attributed to 
these high platform shoes? 
To drive a car while wearing them is 


a real hazard because it can interfere 
with manipulating the accelerator and 
the brakes. 
Unfortunately, governmental 
departments have no control over shoe 
styles. We can only hope that soon the 
fad will pass and the youngsters will 
survive this man-made health hazard. 


Can you explain why I, a perfectly 
healthy young woman, should have 
had an ectopic pregnancy? I haven’t 
received a satisfactory explanation. 
Mrs. L.A.,Tenn. 
Dear Mrs. A.: 
There’s nothing mysterious about 
the reasons for an ectopic pregnancy. 
This type of pregnancy takes place 
when a fertilized egg is caught in the 
Fallopian tube rather than passing into 
the uterus. 
A “perfectly healthy” woman can 
have an ectopic pregnancy without any 
known cause. (It occurs about once in 
four or five hundred pregnancies.) In 
many instances, the reason is some 
infection or inflammation in the tubes. 
This may have been so unimportant 
that you probably were not aware of 
symptoms related to it. 
Adhesions following surgery can 
also be responsible. Occasionally, an 
anatomical variation from normal 
may occur at birth. Means are now 
available to learn, without surgery, the 
exact condition of the tubes, the uterus 
and the ovaries.

Too M a n y 
M arry For 
W rong Reasons 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Couples 
who have been married for a long time 
use words like respect, commitment 
and honesty 
to 
describe 
their 
relationships, an Ohio State University 
professor says. 
But Fred Stultz, an assistant 
professor who specializes in family 
relations, says he believes too many 
people marry for the wrong reasons. 
“ We have to give up our notion that 
marriage 
is 
synonymous 
with 
painlessness,” Stultz said. 
“ It is a sweatshop where people 
meet each other as equals, which 
means one can encounter their spouse, 
disagree, argue, feel anger and other 
emotional pain and emerge from that 
situation with their self-respect in­ 
tact.” 
He said that means pam, but “ how 
that can become a motivation for 
growth is amazing.” 
“ The most pronounced factor (for 
divorce) is the preoccupation of people 
in this country with the very romantic 
concept of love as the only acceptable 
reason for getting married,” Stultz, 31, 
said in a recent interview. 
“ The Hollywood’ concept of love has 
taught us that there’s one 
right’ 
person out there just for me, and that 
when I meet that person, I’ll know it.’ 
It doesn’t take long for that to wear off. 
And when that infatuation diminishes, 
we say, ‘Well I must not have found the 
right person.’” 
In many broken marriages, the 
people involved may have chosen the 
right partner for the wrong reasons. 
“ Marriage should be based on an 
awareness of needs,” he said. “ The 
trick is finding out what your needs 
are. What happens is that needs 
change." 
Self-knowledge and acceptance are 
the first steps to building a lasting 
relationship, said Stultz, who has been 
married for 13 years. “ Sometimes, 
people never come to understand 
themselves as individuals. We don’t 
learn to broaden our sense of self 
beyond the roles we play in families 
which are so familiar. 
“ But a marriage which allows us to 
meet our self-needs through diverse 
roles seems to me to be potentially 
more satisfying than one built on the 
romantic myth of love,” he said.

Too M a n y 
M a rry For 
W rong Reasons 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Couples 
who have been married for a long time 
use words like respect, commitment 
and honesty 
to 
describe 
their 
relationships, an Ohio State University 
professor says. 
But Fred Stultz, an assistant 
professor who specializes in family 
relations, says he believes too many 
people marry for the wrong reasons. 
“We have to give up our notion that 
m arriage 
is 
synonymous 
with 
painlessness,” Stultz said. 
“It is a sweatshop where people 
meet each other as equals, which 
means one can encounter their spouse, 
disagree, argue, feel anger and other 
emotional pain and emerge from that 
situation with their self-respect in­ 
tact.” 
He said that means pain, but “how 
that can become a motivation for 
growth is amazing.” 
“The most pronounced factor (for 
divorce) is the preoccupation of people 
in this country with the very romantic 
concept of love as the only acceptable 
reason for getting married,” Stultz, 31, 
said in a recent interview. 
“The ‘Hollywood’ concept of love has 
taught us that there’s one 
right’ 
person out there just for me, and that 
when I meet that person, I’ll know it.’ 
It doesn’t take long for that to wear off. 
And when that infatuation diminishes, 
we say, ‘Well I must not have found the 
right person.’” 
In many broken marriages, the 
people involved may have chosen the 
right partner for the wrong reasons. 
“ Marriage should be based on an 
awareness of needs,” he said. “The 
trick is finding out what your needs 
are. What happens is that needs 
change.” 
Self-knowledge and acceptance are 
the first steps to building a lasting 
relationship, said Stultz, who has been 
married for 13 years. “Sometimes, 
people never come to understand 
themselves as individuals. We don’t 
learn to broaden our sense of self 
beyond the roles we play in families 
which are so familiar. 
“But a marriage which allows us to 
meet our self-needs through diverse 
roles seems to me to be potentially 
more satisfying than one built on the 
romantic myth of love,” he said.

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White House Staff Relaxes When Government Recesses

WASHINGTON (AP) - When the 
President disappears for a 
quiet 
week’s vacation at Camp David, when 
the vice president is off fishing in the 
north woods of 
Minnesota, 
when 
Congress has scattered to the four 
winds, odd things happen at the White 
House. 
An old-fashioned, wind-up alarm 
clock is placed in a cardboard box and 
staff members pretend the ticking 
package is a time bomb, sending it to 
each other’s offices in the White House 
West Wing, where Carter’s office is 
located. 
A blazing gun battle erupts in a 
corridor just a few feet from the Oval 
Office, with junior staff members 
spraying each other with water from 
squirt guns. 
Other staff members guide friends 
and relatives around the White House. 


They stop, like tourists at one of dozens 
of Washington sightseeing stops, to 
peer into the empty Oval Office. 
And one senior aide jokes that the 
dog days of August are the best time 
for reading her bosses’ memoranda 
and the vice president’s diary. 
Is this really the White House? It is, 
on a sultry August afternoon. 
The President and his family left 
Washington nearly two weeks ago for a 
five-day visit to Plains, Ga. After four 
days back at the White House, they 
were off again, for a vacation at the 
presidential retreat in Maryland’s 
Catoctin Mountains. 


So, staff members, who are less- 
than-formal when the President is in 
town, are playing a few pranks and 
relaxing a bit. Some are even using the 
break to catch up on work. 


Only the telephone operators at the 
White House switchboard are finding 


the workload only slightly diminished. 
But you can’t talk to them. They’re too 
busy answering the telephones. 
The President worked on tax 
revision proposals and relaxed in the 
mountaintop woods. It was an op­ 
portunity for him to play with his 5- 
month-old grandson. If he had any 
speeches to give this week, he had a 
small audience. 
So, speechwriter James Fallows was 
on vacation. His assistant, Jean Saar, 
tried to sound busy, suggesting that 
she had “a little bit of this and a little 
bit of that” to take care of. 


‘‘You’re not very busy?” she was 
asked. “Right,” she replied. 
Tim Smith, the President’s assistant 
appointments secretary, works on 
events coming up in the near future, so 
he was keeping busy. 
Part of his office’s duties involve 
answering mail requests for meetings 
Dayton Firemen's Action Hurt

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — Technicians 
at the University of Akron have 
computers that draw, with commands 
that anyone can learn to apply. 
PLOTALL is the trade name for the 
nontechnical language that tells a 
computer to draw. Designers of 
PLOTALL say now computers can do 
such artwork as statistical graphs and 
charts. 
The language needed to program the 
computer to draw is simple, according 
to Michael Klein of the University of 
Akron’s computer center. He’s the 
chief developer of the system, which 
requires “ plain English” to set into 
motion. 
For example, directions for a graph 
on the Gross National Product would 
be stated in sentences, not symbols. 
It’s as easy as telling the computer, 
“ The title is Gross National Product. 
Make the X-axis yearly, starting with 
1930.” 
After the instructions are in, the 
computer does the rest. It draws, 
outlines and shades in.

Citizen's Band Radio Thefts Declining 


By JOHN D. MCCLAIN 
Associated Press Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The recent 
decline in Citizens Band radio prices 
apparently has reduced the number of 
persons interested in ripping off your 
CB rig. 
The FBI said thefts of all kinds rose 5 
per cent last year, the only crime 
category to show an increase. 
And while its statistics didn’t specify 
the types of theft, an FBI spokesman 
said the bureau’s informal contacts 
with law-enforcement agencies in­ 
dicated that CB thefts made up a 
substantial portion of the theft 
category. 


But the latest FBI statistics for the 
three-month period ending March 31 
show the theft rate down ll per cent 
from a year earlier, compared to an 
over-all crime-rate decline of 9 per 
cent. 


An FBI spokesman cited the harsh 
winter as a possible cause of the 


decline, saying the snow and cold 
weather could have discouraged 
criminals from venturing outside. 
But at the same time, the prices of 
CB radios were dropping rapidly, due 
in part to the glut of 23-channel units on 
the market after the introduction of 40- 
channel radios last January. 
Some feel the incentive for CB theft 
dropped simultaneously. 


Spokesmen 
for 
three 
m ajor 
automobile insurers — Allstate, State 
Farm and Aetna Life and Casualty — 
said in interviews their firms do not 
keep records of individual 
items 
reported stolen. 
But Tom Belcher, director of Aetna’s 
personal insurance department, says, 
‘‘While we can’t say there’s been a 
drop off in the number of (CB) thefts, 
we sure think so.” 


Spokesmen for all three firms 
reported the number of claims for 
thefts of all items from automobiles

had dropped in recent months. * 
State Farm started keeping records 
of CB-theft claims last January and 
says that, since then, it paid $1.5 
million through the end of June. 
A lot of money, perhaps, but based 
on what it assumed it had paid in the 
previous two years, it was less than 


half of the $3.75 million it expected to 
pay in the first half of 1977. 
The spokesmen for the three firms 
acknowledged that part of the lower 
number of claims may have been due 
to decisions by CB owners not to buy 
the additional coverage needed to 
protect them from CB theft.

TELEVISION INTERFERENCE * 
EVERYBODY’S PROBLEM 
The 
problem 
of 
R FI, 
Radio 
Frequ ency Interference, to consu mer 
home entertainment equ ipment has 
ex isted for many y ears. Twenty y ears 
ago, when there was no Citizens Band, 
it was only the “ ham ” radio operators 
(and some commercial 2-way radio 
u sers) that had to contend with the 
problem. With only 300,000 amateu r 
radio operators in the cou ntry , less 
than 1 per cent of the pu blic were 
su bject to electro-magnetic radiation 
from a neighboring radio station. 
These statistics hav e dramatically 
changed du e to the personal com­ 
mu nications ex plosiv e growth. Con­ 
sider, if y ou will, the following facts: 
1. By FCC estimates, there are now 
23,000,000 CB radios in u se in the 
United States. In 1958, there were 
basically none! Ov er 5,000 new per­ 
sonal radio stations ev ery bu siness day 
go on-the-air for the first time in this 
cou ntry ! The state of Tex as, which is 
the ru naway leader in 2-way radio 
satu ration, has ov er 2 million CB 
radios in u se today with nearly 1,000 
new stations joining the hobby daily ! 
2. Nationwide, the Federal Com­ 
m u nications Com mission receiv ed 
4 0,000 RFI complaints in 197 4 . They 
ex pect more than 200,000 su ch com­ 
plaints this y ear! 
The problem of u nwanted radio 
signal interception is an ex tremely 
seriou s difficu lty in all areas of the 
cou ntry . . . in fact it has reached crisis 
pr o po r t i o n s ! 
N e i g h bo r h o o d 
relationships are being strained to the 
breaking point and people are ev en 
being killed ov er the issu e. As it is now, 
ju st abou t ev ery one in the cou ntry is 
near a local 2-way radio station. It is 
apparent 
that 
the 
interference 
potential to u nprotected electronic 
equ ipm ent 
is considerable. 
The 
problem can only get worse. 
The technology to eliminate 90 per 
cent of impaired telev ision reception 
attribu ted to being in close prox imity 
to a radio station has ex isted for many , 
many y ears. This condition is called 
“fu ndamental ov erload” and normally 
effects all telev ision channels. 
A 
strong CB (or “ham ” ) radio signal can 
ov erload the inpu t circu it of a TV set 
when the circu it is not selectiv e enou gh 
to reject the signal. The tu ners in most 
telev ision 
receiv ers 
today 
display 
rather broad tu ning characteristics. 
This ov erloading can cau se pictu re 
and au dio distortion. It is particu larly 
sev ere in fringe TV reception areas, 
bu t near a 2-way radio station. 
Fu ndamental ov erload signal in­ 
terception affects all telev ision 
channels. When the “ interference” is 
on all TV channels, the problem 
u su ally lies with the telev ision 
receiv er. If interference is only on 
telev ision channels 2 and 5, then this is 
an indication that the radio trans­ 
m itter is generally illegal “ ha r­ 
monics,” mu ltiples of the CB trans­ 
mitting frequ ency . This is greatly 
simplify ing the u nwanted signal in­ 
terception problem. It is frequ ently 
mu ch more complicated than this and 
in a later colu mn we will cov er cau ses 
and cu res of “ex otic” forms of in­ 
terference to home 
entertainment 
equ ipment. 
There are basically two ty pes of 
filters that are u tilized to redu ce in­ 
terference. These can either be at­ 
tached to the radio transceiv er or the 
offended telev ision set. Relief from 
fu ndamental ov erload can most often 
be obtained by connecting a simple 
“high pass” filter in the antenna inpu t 
circu it of the TV set. Placing this filter 
near the tu ner will improv e the radio 
signal rejection capability ev en more. 
This 
filter passes only the higher 
telev ision signals while attenu ating the 
lower CB or “ham ” radio wav es. 
There is nothing that a 2-way radio 
operator can do to his radio set to 
correct this problem — it can only be 
treated at the telev ision receiv er. Most 
of the interference problems incu rred 
inv olv ing telev ision is fu ndamental 
ov erload. 
On the other hand, if y ou hav e an 
interference problem only on Channels 
2 and-or 5, then the radio transm itter 
needs attention. A dev ice called a 
“low-pass” filter can be easily in­ 
stalled in the transmission line that 
will greatly redu ce or elim inate 
harmonic signals. A low-pass filter 
works the opposite of the high-pass 
v ersion, that is, it passes only the 
lower radio signals, bu t greatly 
redu ces frequ encies u p in the higher 
VHF or UHF telev ision range. 
These filters are reasonably inex ­ 
pensiv e. 
High-pass 
filters 
for 
telev ision sets cost abou t $5 and good 
lowpass filters had radio transm itters 
can be had for abou t $15, more or less 
. . . an inex pensiv e price to pay for 
harmony with the neighbors. 
R a d io -h o b b y ists 
a re 
under 
no 
o blig a tio n to pro v ide filters fo r neig h- 


bors that hav e fu ndamental ov erload 
problems, bu t many do . . . and many 
more at least prov ide adv ice on how to 
correct their difficu lty . After all, a TV 
that is not designed to ex ist in today ’s 
env ironment of electromagnetic en­ 
v ironment is not the fau lt of the CB’er 
or the “ham .” Radio law states that 
transm itters will not interfere with 
electronic 
equ ipm ent 
of 
good 
engineering design. The FCC does 
hav e ju risdiction ov er the “harmonic” 
ou tpu t of transm itters and has been 
requ iring tighter specifications on 
radio set design They are, at present, 
powerless to requ ire adequ ate filtering 
of consu m er home entertainm ent 
u nits.

TELEVISION INTERFERENCE - 
EVERYBODY’S PROBLEM 
The 
problem 
of 
RFI, 
Radio 
Frequency Interference, to consumer 
home entertainment equipment has 
existed for many years. Twenty years 
ago, when there was no Citizens Band, 
it was only the “ham” radio operators 
(and some commercial 2-way radio 
users) that had to contend with the 
problem. With only 300,000 amateur 
radio operators in the country, less 
than I per cent of the public were 
subject to electro-magnetic radiation 
from a neighboring radio station. 
These statistics have dramatically 
changed due to the personal com­ 
munications explosive growth. Con­ 
sider, if you will, the following facts: 
1. By FCC estimates, there are now 
25,000,000 CB radios in use in the 
United States. In 1958, there were 
basically none! Over 5,000 new per­ 
sonal radio stations every business day 
go on-the-air for the first time in this 
country! The state of Texas, which is 
the runaway leader in 2-way radio 
saturation, has over 2 million CB 
radios in use today with nearly 1,000 
new stations joining the hobby daily! 
2. Nationwide, the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission received 
40,000 RFI complaints in 1974. They 
expect more than 200,000 such com­ 
plaints this year! 
The problem of unwanted radio 
signal interception is an extremely 
serious difficulty in all areas of the 
country. . . in fact it has reached crisis 
p r o p o r t i o n s ! 
N e i g h b o r h o o d 
relationships are being strained to the 
breaking point and people are even 
being killed over the issue. As it is now, 
just about everyone in the country is 
near a local 2-way radio station. It is 
apparent 
that the 
interference 
potential to unprotected electronic 
equipment is considerable. The 
problem can only get worse. 
The technology to eliminate 90 per 
cent of impaired television reception 
attributed to being in close proximity 
to a radio station has existed for many, 
many years. This condition is called 
“fundamental overload” and normally 
effects all television channels. 
A 
strong CB (or “ham” ) radio signal can 
overload the input circuit of a TV set 
when the circuit is not selective enough 
to reject the signal. The tuners in most 
television receivers today display 
rather broad tuning characteristics. 
This overloading can cause picture 
and audio distortion. It is particularly 
severe in fringe TV reception areas, 
but near a 2-way radio station. 
Fundamental overload signal in­ 
terception affects all television 
channels. When the “interference” is 
on all TV channels, the problem 
usually lies with the television 
receiver. If interference is only on 
television channels 2 and 5, then this is 
an indication that the radio trans­ 
m itter is generally illegal “ har­ 
monics,” multiples of the CB trans­ 
mitting frequency. This is greatly 
simplifying the unwanted signal in­ 
terception problem. It is frequently 
much more complicated than this and 
in a later column we will cover causes 
and cures of “exotic” forms of in­ 
terference to home entertainment 
equipment. 
There are basically two types of 
filters that are utilized to reduce in­ 
terference. These can either be at­ 
tached to the radio transceiver or the 
offended television set. Relief from 
fundamental overload can most often 
be obtained by connecting a simple 
“high pass” filter in the antenna input 
circuit of the TV set. Placing this filter 
near the tuner will improve the radio 
signal rejection capability even more. 
This 
filter passes only the higher 
television signals while attenuating the 
lower CB or “ham” radio waves. 
There is nothing that a 2-way radio 
operator can do to his radio set to 
correct this problem — it can only be 
treated at the television receiver. Most 
of the interference problems incurred 
involving television is fundamental 
overload. 
On the other hand, if you have an 
interference problem only on Channels 
2 and-or 5, then the radio transmitter 
needs attention. A device called a 
“low-pass” filter can be easily in­ 
stalled in the transmission line that 
will greatly reduce or eliminate 
harmonic signals. A low-pass filter 
works the opposite of the high-pass 
version, that is, it passes only the 
lower radio signals, but greatly 
reduces frequencies up in the higher 
VHF or UHF television range. 
These filters are reasonably inex­ 
pensive. 
High-pass 
filters 
for 
television sets cost about $5 and good 
lowpass filters had radio transmitters 
can be had for about $15, more or less 
. . . an inexpensive price to pay for 
harmony with the neighbors. 
Radio-hobbyists are under no 
obligation to provide filters for neigh­ 


bors that have fundamental overload 
problems, but many do . . . and many 
more at least provide advice on how to 
correct their difficulty. After all, a TV 
that is not designed to exist in today’s 
environment of electromagnetic en­ 
vironment is not the fault of the CB’er 
or the “ham.” Radio law states that 
transmitters will not interfere with 
electronic 
equipment 
of 
good 
engineering design. The FCC does 
have jurisdiction over the “harmonic” 
output of transmitters and has been 
requiring tighter specifications on 
radio set design. They are, at present, 
powerless to require adequate filtering 
of consumer home entertainm ent 
units.

Lyndon Johnson went through life as 
president known as “ Volunteer,” and 
John F. Kennedy was tagged “ Lan­ 
cer.” 
It’s all part of the Secret Service 
name game, used to identify the First 
Fam ily and top administration of­ 
ficials as their comings and goings are 
noted in walkie-talkie jargon. 
The people who make up these 
names, employes of the White House 
Communications Agency, are reticent 
to talk about them, since they are 
designed for security. 
But one spokesman will go this far: 
Bert Lance, the big man who serves 
the President as budget director, is not 
known as “ Dumbo,” regardless of 
published reports to the contrary. 
He 
was 
referring 
to a 
recent 
newspaper story citing a radio ex­ 
change between agents as Lance and 
Carter prepared for a game of tennis 
at the White House that “ Deacon and 
Dumbo are on the courts.” 


“ Dumbo isn’t even on the list,” said 
the spokesman, not amused.

It’s all part of the Secret Service 
name game, used to identify the First 
Family and top administration of­ 
ficials as their comings and goings are 
noted in walkie-talkie jargon. 
The people who make up these 
names, employes of the White House 
Communications Agency, are reticent 
to talk about them, since they are 
designed for security. 
But one spokesman will go this far: 
Bert Lance, the big man who serves 
the President as budget director, is not 
known as “Dumbo,” regardless of 
published reports to the contrary.

Anti-trapping forces in Ohio have 
filed petitions calling for a statewide 
vote on a constitutional amendment to 
outlaw the leghold trap. 
The action was long expected. A 
total of 401,728 signatures were sub­ 
mitted to the secretary of state. The 
necessary 307,000 valid signatures are 
certain to be confirmed and the issue 
will be on the Nov. 8 general election 
ballot. 
Sportsmen who oppose the amend­ 
ment are clearly the underdogs in this 
one. 
The typical voter doesn’t understand 
the 
complexities 
of 
wildlife 
management and doesn’t care to 
learn. He will be difficult to approach 
with logical arguments. 
To the average layman the question 
and answer will be simple: Should an 


animal suffer to become a fur coat? 
No. 
On a less emotional plane, however, 
sportsmen and wildlife managers will 
argue that the issue is nowhere near 
that clearcut. Few subjects ever are. 


Regardless, the battle over trapping 
has been going on for years. It was 
initiated in Ohio, but outside interests 
are now calling the shots. 
The Ohio Committee for Humane 
Trapping is a front for well-financed 
national organizations that oppose all 
trapping and hunting, and some that 
have issued literature condemning 
fishing as cruel to fish. 


The money for this antitrapping 
campaign cornus from such groups as 
the International Fund for Animal 
Welfare and the Fund for Animals. 
Brian Davies, who heads the former 
group, is not bashful about why Ohio

U.S. District Court Judge Frank J. 
Battisti said he wanted information 
about what plans have been made for 
the reassignment, including whether 
the reassignments would be in­ 
tegrative. 
He acknowledged that segregation 
wasn’t the cause of the shutdowns. 
One immediate effect of the delay 
was to leave hundreds of pupils un­ 
certain as to where they will attend 
classes until Battisti rules on the 
school board request. 
The board asked permission to close 
one junior high school and seven 
elem entary 
schools 
because 
of 
declining enrollment and the age and 
condition of the buildings. 
Battisti has ordered that the 
Cleveland 
school 
system 
must 
desegregate its teaching staffs and 
other personnel 
assignments with 
Sept. 7th’s opening of classes. But he 
has delayed pupil desegregation to 
permit planning for busing and other 
desegregate steps. 
Cleveland’s schools serve 116,000 
pupils, of whom 58.5 per cent is non­ 
white.

KENT, Ohio (A P) - Kent State 
University 
trustees 
planned 
an 
evening meeting today to review a 
court-ordered halt to campus con­ 
struction on a site where some would 
prefer to see a memorial to four an­ 
tiwar protesters slain in 1970. 
The meeting was scheduled for 5 
p.m. at the university’s North Canton 
campus. A spokesman said the session 
would deal with “ matters of imminent 
and impending litigation.” 
U.S. District Court Judge Thomas D. 
lambros of Cleveland on Thursday 
told the university to postpone con­ 
struction of a $6 million gymnasium 
annex, at least until Aug. 24. 
That’s when the 6th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals said Thursday it 
would review a ruling by I^ambros the 
day before, which said the university 
was within its authority to construct 
the annex. 
The latest rulings by Lambros and 
the appeals court came at the request 
of the May 4th Coalition, which op­ 
poses the building claiming it would 
desecrate the site where the 1970 an­ 
tiwar demonstration ended in the 
death for four students. Nine others 
were wounded by Ohio National Guard 
gunfire. 
W hile coalition attorneys were 
petitioning Lambros for the

struction 
delay 
Thursday, 
an 
estimated 100 protesters gathered near 
the site anticipating excavation would 
begin. Some said they intended to 
obstruct the job, inside a tall, chain- 
hnk fence, in any way possible. The 
site won the reprieve from bulldozers 
around 5 p.m., though, and coalition 
members rejoiced cautiously. 
Carter Dodge, coalition spokesman, 
said “ It bought us more time, at least 
until Wednesday (Aug.24). But I don’t 
think we should get overconfident. 
W e’ve had tem porary restraining 
orders lifted before. 
“ 1 think we should go on planning for 
a long struggle, starting off with the 
Joan Baez rally Saturday,” Dodge 
said.

It said preliminary readings placed 
the center of the quake at 10.35 degrees 
south latitude and 118.54 degrees east 
longitude. 
A survey spokesman said the center 
of the quake was “ not far from the 
center of a magnitude 6.5 earthquake 
on July 14,1976 near the island of Bali 
that claimed 563 lives and injured 2,300 
people.”
